_ The American 
Newspaper Detective. 


A Social Pest which Neither the Law nor the 
Public would Tolerate Here. 


Ir is a common thing among American journalists to 
vote English newspa) “too slow.” It may be 
remarked with much more truth that American news- 
papersare “ too fast.” Their vitality is sensationalism 
—without it they could not live. Their aim is to keep 

ublio interest at fever heat all the time, and when the 
ind of news best calculated to affect this is scarce or 
of the aeeerate oF tively speakin 
icular time. Figurative! ing, mountains 
are made out of molehills, and teas of news which 
under ordinary, circumstances, would not be considered 
as worthy of more than pussing notice, are pushed into 
prominence as if they were of national importance. 

It is perhaps to this habit of “ creating” news that 
American journalism owes its present detective system, 
an institution which directly usurps the functions of 
the police, and constitutes itself a criminal investigation 
department without any legal, moral, or social authority. 
Every New York re r to-day is, or thinks he ia, a 
Sherlock Holmes. By direction of his chief editor he is, 
when occasion requires, a private detective; he 
“ shadows” with the vi of a Vidocq, and 
he often gets ahead of the police in obtaining clues and

Many a fugitive from justice has had cause to thank 
the American newspaper detective for points and hints 
which should never have been published until the 
criminal was under lock and key. What the police 
learn they to themselves for their own benefit. 
‘Whatthe reporter-detectivelearns he promptly publishes, 
for the benefit of the public—and the escaping criminal. 
The ave newspaper detective has no scruples what- 
ever as to how he obtains—or creates—his news, and he 
is utterly callous about the feelings of those with whom 
his business brings him in contact. 

He invades the privacy of the home with more assur- 
ance and “ cheek ” than would be shown by an authorised 
official, and he will publicly resent in his paper any dis- 
inclination to supply him with the information he 

demands. He shows a profound di for tke finer 
sensibilities of human nature, ru ly cross-questions 
the respectable relatives of any person who may be, 
temporarily, “ under a cloud,” and unhesitatingly pub- 
lishes a description of a home and people that have 
really “nothing to do with the case.” The sacred 
privacy of the domestic hearth he lays before the public 
with unblushing impudence. 

The colossal assurance and cruel heartlessness of the 
reporter-detective is well exemplified in the followir 
paragraph which is taken from a well-known New Yor 

ily, to the poor wife of a man who 
abeconded with bank funds, and deserted his family: 
“Mrs. is at her Brooklyn home, and is said to 
suffering from nervous prostration; nevertheless, re- 


rved | Heated ringings at her door-bell last night failed to elicit 


any response. Onecan ene ine what a soothing 
effect repeated ringing at her door- ll would have on a 
lady ing from nervous prostration; but what one 
cannot understand is why the male neighbours refrained 
from kicking the brute back to his newspaper office. 

The fact of the matter really is that in America the 
liberty of the Press means the bondage of the people. 
The immunity of the newspaper saheriopes from kickings 
and le rosecutions, and the remarkable passivity of 
the pu tic in the matter, has given him an insolent and 
persistently i uisitive manner that is simply intolerable 
to one less ses to that kind of thing than the native 
New Yorker. 

No person is free from the ubiquitous and_insolent 
interviewer. Decline to be interviewed, and he will 
write up @ full column about your refusal, putting 
words and expressions into your mouth which you 
never uttered, but which, in type, make you look 
intensely ridiculous. . . 

Yet this is but typical of American journalism. 
‘When facts are not fort —— reporter's imagin- 
ation is drawn on largely for deficit. So long as 
the story is presented in an attractive and readuble 
form, its accuracy will not be too closely questioned by 
the managing editor. ; 

The New York Police supply the newspaper repre- 
sentatives with too much advance information, and 
these preliminary tips often enable the newspaper 
detective to beat the officers of the Criminal Bureau at 
their own game.
